The "Mysteries" of the Code 
There aren’t any "mysteries." The 
code impinges on our consciousness at a 


very simple level - keep repeating it and 


your mind will absolutely compel you to 
understand it, and without going through 
* any intellectual or "decoding" process. 


We are taught in our educational 
system to intellectualize ideas and thought 
processes and perhaps this gives them 
status in our minds. But for CW, we are 
on what seems to me a much more 
primitive, on-off level of the mind. Grind 
in.the music (and romance!) and rhythm 
of the code and you are really cooking. 
Because, don’t forget, we are talking here 
about communication. Either we are 
doing it or we aren’t (technically 
speaking). If we aren’t, why aren’t we? 
What’s wrong? Is our technique OK? 
(No hair-shirts here, please. Just get the 
job done!). And if you aren’t having fun 
in the process, loosen up and learn to 
giggle at your mistakes. 


It took me only six times to pass my 
General code. Talk about teeth-gnashing! 
This was a miserable @#$%&* test. Well, 
I was missing a transitional link, the so- 
called 10 wpm plateau. Ten wpm at 20 
wpm was very confusing, also when I 
daily tried to practice 13 at 13. But it all 
got done in time. I passed the test when 
I was ready (oh, glorious day!). So will 
you. 


I can’t avoid a word here about 
code/no code for entry into Amateur 
Radio. This seems to have become a very 
emotional issue and it is a juicy subject 
for sure. My own background suggests a 
compromise: let in Novices for a year or 
two years with full IARU privileges after 
a reasonably difficult test and then, in 
order to stay, they have to do 5 wpm, at 
which time they go to Technician. 


Let’s set emotions aside and find a 
way to promote - not destroy - the hobby 
so many of us love.

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FCC HIGHLIGHTS

A formal petition has been filed with 
FCC requesting a class of Amateur Radio 
License which does not require proficiency 
in the International Morse Code. Filed by 
WBSIVR for the Melbourne, FL, Space 
Coast Amateur Technical Group, it would 
be known as the Apprentice Class and 
would provide for grandfathering and 
eventual elimination of the current Novice 
Class license. 


The new license class would not offer 
any privileges below 30 MHz. "The Space 
Coast proposal joins about ten other 
personal radio petitions that the 
Commission has received." The ARRL No- 
Code Study Committee has recommended 
a no-code license. The following are 
members of the Committee: WA4OYI, 
KB6ZV, W2GD, KOPP, W5TOO, N7ML, 
K1ZZ, Wd5KL, VE3CDM. (W5YI Report 
_03/01;04/01/89; Westlink Report 03/31/89) 
See Why Morse Code?" (Jan ’89 QST.) 


The ARRL reply comments filed with 
FCC in Docket 88-527 agreed with the 
proposed expansion of the repeater 
subband to encompass 51-54 MHz. The 
League responded to objections and 
concern about interference to operation in 
the 51.0-51.1 MHz DX window by stating 
that the expansion "...can_ be 
accommodated on a planned, coordinated 
basis within the ."Amateur Service" 
without relying on FCC _ regulatory 
(ARRL_ Letter, 03/13/89; 
Westlink Report, 03/31/89). 


Contrary to earlier reports, FCC has not. 


set the proposed allocation of 220 -222 
Mhz to land mobile services, for a hearing. 
The President of the Special Industrial 
Radio Service Association (SIRSA), which 
represents radio users in industries such 
as agriculture, petroleum, mining and 
construction told an audience at a recent 


Washington, D.C. mobile radio conference: 


that SIRSA is taking a low profile on the 
[220-222 MHz] issue "...because I really 
don’t want to do battle with the 
amateurs." When asked about availability 
of commercial equipment for 220-222 MHz 
he replied "I don’t know whether 


Motorola...or any other manufacturers 
have any interest in producing a product 
line in only two megahertz." (W5YI 
Report, 04/01/89).

"In response to an ARRL petition filed 
last September, the FCC has proposed, in 
Docket 89-65, to relocate beacon operation 
in the 2-meter and 70-cm bands. The 
ARRL petition had requested the changes 
since present beacon frequencies are very 
close to frequencies used for Moonbounce 
and other weak-signal activities. The 
Commission agreed with ARRL and 
",.followed the ARRL proposal to move 
beacon operation from 144.05-144.06 MHz 
to 144.275-144.300 MHz, and on 70 cm 
from 432.07-432.08 MHz to 432.3-432.4 
MHz." (ARRL Letter, 03/28/89). 


"The ARRL had also requested the 
Commission to change the _ beacon 
subbands on 220 MHz. "But as expected, 
the Commission declined to propose 
changes in the 220 MHz beacon subbands 
at this time, citing its decision to 
reallocate the bottom two MHz of the 220 
band to the Land Mobile Service. 
"Comments on this proposal are due on 
or before June 13, 1989." (ARRL Letter, 
03/28/89). 


"The FCC commissioners have upheld 
their Private Radio Bureau’s decision 
denying Anthony Sivo’s (W2FJ) request to 
amend the amateur rules to authorize 
single sideband in the 30 meter band. 
"The Commissioners agreed with the 
Bureau’s conclusion that the need for SSB 
transmissions in the 30 meter band "had 
not: been established’ and there were 
already ample HF frequencies available for 
SSB emissions." (ARRL Letter, 03/28/89).

Concerning potential interference to 
Amateur operations in the 902-928, 2390- 
2450 and 5650-5925 MHz bands, the

"Oral Argument by the ARRL before the 
FCC, and possible open hearings brought 
by congressional pressure, could result in 
a reversal of last summer’s Commission 
decision to reallocate 220-222 MHz from 
amateur to land mobile use. "The FCC is 
expected to grant, if it has not already 
done so by the time you read this, an 
ARRL request to present oral arguments 
before the Commission in the League- 
initiated Petition for Reconsideration filed 
in the 1% meter transfer issue. "Last 
October 9, the ARRL filed what it publicly 
called ’a strongly worded petition [that] _ 
accuses the FCC of predetermining the 
outcome of the original proposal’ as — 
presented for public comment in Docket 
87-14. "...the Commission failed to address 
the arguments of the Amateur 
commenters, it extended the reply 
comment dates after the deadline for filing 
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_ extensive comments were filed by a

reply comments without advance notice; it 
accepted comments of United Parcel 
Service more than six months after the 
close of the already-extended comment 
dates because the record lacked support 
for the position the Commission had 
already chosen in this proceeding...”

ARRL comment on FCC’s Docket 88-139 
proposed rules rewrite objects to proposed 
Section 97.221 which reads: "The FCC 
may restrict operations as necessary to 
prevent harmful interference" ARRL 
comments: "...the Amateur Radio Service 
will under no circumstances tolerate the 
proposed elimination of the procedural 
protection for amateurs contained in the 
present Section 97.131 of the rules." The 
League noted that FCC’s Field Operations 
Bureau. has commenced a_ program 
imposing arbitrary operating restrictions 
on amateurs who interfere with home 
electronic equipment. "The program 
imposes the burden of the interference 
resolution on the amateur station, despite 
findings of no technical fault in some 
cases."

ARRL COMMITTEE ON CODELESS 
LICENSE RELEASES REPORT. 
Newington, Connecticut -- A_ special 
committee appointed by American Radio 
Relay League (ARRL) President Larry 
Price, W4RA, has submitted a report 
recommending the creation of a class of 
Amateur Radio license not requiring a 
knowledge of Morse code. The report was 
presented to the ARRL_ Executive 
Committee, which met on April 1; the 
Executive Committee did not take a 
position on the substance of the report, 
_ but authorized its publication in full in 
the May issue of QST and referred it to 
the full Board of Directors for considera- 
tion during its July 21-22, 1989 meeting. 
ARRL members, other licensed radio 
Amateurs, and others interested in 
Amateur Radio are invited to review the 
report and to make their views known to 
ARRL Division: Directors, whose names 
appear on page 8 of QST magazine. 


The mission of the committee was "to 
explore the implications of a no-code 
Amateur license." To carry out this 
mission, President Price appointed a dis- 
tinguished committee ~ consisting of 
members from the ARRL Board of 
Directors, Amateur Radio industry and 
radio Amateurs at large, as follows:

The committee stressed that its 
proposal, if adopted, would not cause any 
licensee to lose any present privileges.’ It 
proposes a new class of Amateur Radio 
license, with a written examination 
somewhat more comprehensive than the 
present Technician exam but with no 
requirement for a Morse code examination. 
Holders would be permitted to operate on 
all frequencies and with all privileges now 
available to Technicians above 30 MHz, 
except that 2-meter operation would be 
limited to frequencies between 144.9 and 
145.1 MHz and to digital modes only. 
Examinations would be given only by 
accredited Volunteer Examiners, and 
distinctive call signs would be assigned. 


The committee carefully reviewed a 
wealth of input from interested individuals 
and Amateur Radio clubs, as well as 


information it had requested from 
International Amateur Radio Union 
(IARU) member societies in other 


countries which already have a code-free 
class of Amateur license. 


ARRL Executive Vice President 
Sumner stressed that the committee’s 
report does not represent League policy at 
this time. The Board of Directors is the 
policy-making body of the organization, 
and as such will determine whether the 
report, with or without modifications, will 
become League policy. He pointed out 
that the League is a_ representative 
democracy, with Directors elected to 
represent the members of their Divisions. 
Accordingly, anyone reading the report 
and wishing to have his or her views 
considered is urged to write the Director ' 
of their Division sometime prior to the 
July Board Meeting.

"This was truly a_ public 
service job well done," proclaimed Max 
Blood, a Warnings and Preparedness 
Meteorologist in the Atlanta National 
Weather Service Forecast Office. In a 


March 21, 1989, letter to American Radio 


Relay League (ARRL) President Larry 
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Price, Blood thanked Amateurs for 
providing critical information used in 
warning the public of very dangerous 
weather events on the night of March 5. 
The American Radio Relay League is the 
national, nonprofit membership association 
of United States radio Amateurs, or "ham" 


_ Operators. 


"Especially noteworthy were the efforts 
of members of the Bill Gremillion Radio 
Club of Newnan, Coweta County, 
Georgia," Blook said. "Of most importance 
was the initial report from Steve Hill, 
KB4THW, of damage and injuries from 
the tornado that struck the western part 
of Coweta County." Blood said he 
believed these and other reports were 
partly, if not greatly, responsible for the 
relatively low number of deaths and 
injuries from the storms. He commented 
that it was truly remarkable that only one 
person was killed and 23 hospitalized from 
the strongest tornadoes to strike Georgia 
since 1977. 


Blood concluded by thanking all 
Amateurs who helped by providing 
emergency information and by keeping 
frequencies clear for emergency traffic 
during this event.

EDUCATOR CONFERENCE. Newington, 
Connecticut: The American Radio Relay 
League (ARRL) announced today that 
Amateur Radio instructor and New York 
City school teacher Carole Perry, call sign 
WB2MGP, has been invited to the 
Kennedy Space Center to attend the 
Magellan Launch Educators Conference, 
April 25-28, 1989.

According to conference co-chairpersons 
Michael Garcia and Kimberly Lievense, on 
April 28, the Shuttle Atlantis will launch 
NASA’s Magellan spacecraft on a mission 
to orbit the planet Venus. Magellan will 
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use a high-resolution radar system to may 
the planet’s surface. The conference is 
sponsored by the Public Education Office 
of the Jet Propulsion Laboratory (JPL) in 
cooperation with NASA’s Educational 
Affairs Division and the Kennedy Space 
Center (KSC). Subjects to be included are 
“Planet Venus science objectives, the 
Magellan spacecraft, its radar, a personal 
view of the Space Shuttle and associated 
teacher resource materials. The conference 
will be topped off by the Space Shuttle 
launch now scheduled for Friday, April 28. 


Mrs. Perry was a recipient of the 
ARRL 1987 Professional Teacher of the 
Year award for excellence in introducing 
Amateur Radio to students at Rocco 
Laurie Intermediate School 72 on Staten 
Island, New York, where she is a science 
teacher. Over 4500 students have gone 
through her program, with a large per- 
centage receiving their Amateur Radio 
Licenses. 


CANADAIAN DEREGULATION 
PROPOSED. The Canadian Department 
of Communications (DOC) has published a 
notice in the Canada Gazette (February 
18) outlining proposals for deregulation of 
the Amateur Service in Canada. 


The proposals would (1) eliminate 
restrictions on the type of emissions 
Canadian Amateurs may use within the 
Amateur bands and instead, simply specify 
maximum permissible bandwidth in each 
band without specifying subbands by 
modes; (2) permit foreign Amateurs 
visiting Canada to operate with the same 
frequencies and emissions as Canadian 
Amateurs (at present, "lowest common 
denominator" restrictions apply); (3) 
eliminate endorsements to the Amateur 
Radio Operator’s Certificate, the legal 
authority for which apparently is 
questionable, and _ incorporate the 
privileges now granted by endorsement 
within the basic Amateur Certificate (one 
popular endorsement, available to a 


licensee after six months, permits 10- | 


meter phone operation); and (4) 
accomplish some other, relatively minor, 
updating and revision. 
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The Canadian Radio Relay League © 
(CRRL) recognizes the problems likely to 
be created by deregulation of subbands in 
Canada, and at its August 1987 meeting, 
the CRRL Board of Directors went on 
record to request that DOC recommend 
the use of IARU bandplans should deregu- 
lation occur. To place ARRL concerns on 
the record, President Larry Price, W4RA, 
sent a letter to CRRL President Tom 
Atkins, VE3CDM, with the request that 
our comments be incorporated in the 
CRRL filing (deadline for which was 
March 18). 


President Price stated that DOC’s 
proposals for privileges to be granted to © 
foreign Amateurs visiting Canada are 
quite generous, easy to understand, and 
adoption of these proposals would resolve 
some ambiguities associated with 
reciprocal licensing. The proposals for HF 
mode subband deregulation, however, 
appear to be based on an_ incorrect 
premise and raise serious concerns among 
US Amateurs. The DOC states "Such an — 
elimination of emission _ restrictions 
permits ‘the Canadian Amateur to enjoy 
equal privileges on a par with other radio 
users in the international radio environ- 
ment . and particularly with those 
privileges currently extended to US radio 
Amateurs." At least with regard to US 
HF’ privileges, this statement is funda- 
mentally incorrect. 


Canadian Amateurs already enjoy 
considerably greater freedom to use the 
most popular HF mode, SSB emission, 
than do their US counterparts. If the 
purpose of DOC’s proposal is indeed to 
bring about equity between US and 
Canadian Amateurs, then the proposal is 
unnecessary and should be abandoned or 
significantly modified. 


The real question is how Canadian 
Amateurs will respond to deregulation. — 
We have faith in our Canadian brethren 
to act responsibly, if given the proper 
guidance. However, we believe that it is 
a responsibility of the DOC, in proposing © 
to upset the existing equilibrium to 
emphasize to its licensees the extreme 
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importance of Canadian Amateurs serving 
the voluntary band plans that have been 
developed through the representative 
international mechanisms of the IARU. 
We were disappointed to find no such 
reference in the notice, nor in the 
proposed regulatory text. 


902-928 MHz SPREAD-SPECTRUM 
SYSTEMS. A number of inquiries have 
been received from members concerning 
the local-area network (LAN) use of 
spread spectrum in the 902-928 MHz band 


as offered by Telesystems, Don Mills, 


Ontario, Canada; PA Consulting Group, 
Hightstown, NJ; and possibly by other 
suppliers. 


Spread-spectrum systems for LANs or 
other purposes, are permitted at a one- 
watt power level in the 902-928 MHz 
band as authorized under section 15.126 
of the FCC’s rules. Such operation is also 
permitted under this section in the 2400- 
2483.5 MHz and 5725-5850 MHz bands. 
Of concern to Amateurs is the potential 
interference from such operations to 
Amateurs operating in the 902-928, 2390- 
2450, and 5650-5925 MHz bands. 


The rules place a number of limita- 
tions on spread-spectrum operation in 
these bands. The main point to bear in 
mind is 15.126(c), which requires that the 
spread-spectrum systems not - cause 
harmful interference "to any other 
operations which are authorized the use of 
these bands under other Parts of the 
Rules." Also, they must accept any 
interference from these sources. This 
means that, as far as the FCC is 
concerned, the Amateur Service, and the 
Amateur-Satellite Service where applicable, 
both have priority over the spread- 
spectrum systems despite our secondary 
_ Status relative to a number of other 
services in these bands. 


On the practical side, it is unlikely 
that these spread-spectrum devices will 
cause harmful interference to Amateurs 
except where they are physically close to 
the spread-spectrum devices, watt for 
watt, will be at least an order of 
magnitude less than from narrow-band 
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transmitters in the same frequency bands. 
Because the modulation rate of these 
transmitters is much higher than the 
audible range (66 kbit/s in the case of the 
PA Consulting system), any interference 
should not result in an audible output of 
an Amateur radio (voice) receiver. 
Desensing could occur, but only in the 
"near" zone. 


Spread spectrum system designers are 
cautioned by FCC to keep the potential 
high EIRP emanations from government 
radars in mind when developing designs 
for these bands, and are also cautioned 
that the one-watt power limit on 902-928 
MHz operation may be reduced in the 
future. 


WORLD TELECOMMUNICATIONS DAY. 
Every year on May 17 the International 
Telecommunication Union (ITU) celebrates 
World Telecommunications Day. 


This year’s topic is "International Cooper- 
ation." It is aimed at underlining the 
necessity for the world telecommunications 
community to enlarge the scope of inter- 
national cooperation to meet the 
challenges of tomorrow. 


The ITU was founded in 1865 under 
the name International Telegraph Union, 
and is the oldest intergovernmental 
organization. It became a_ specialized 
agency of the United Nations in 1947, and 
currently has a membership of 166 
countries. 


W1AW RENOVATION CONTINUES. The 
renovation of the Maxim Memorial Station 
W1AW is progressing on schedule.

"ETHICS" IN AMATEUR RADIO OPERATION 


In an article headlined “Again About Ethics," A. Novoselov - RW3AO writes about 
sportsmenlike conduct in Amateur Radio operation. After quoting No. 2732 and 
No. 2733 of the International Telecommunication Union Radio Regulations, he asked 
whether the following exchange heard on 160 meters is consistent with them: 

"Is the frequency in Use?" "Clean out your ears!" 

"We kept it just for you." 

"I hope you blow your amplifier!" [Literally, "May your amplifier fly away!"] 
RW3AO then wants to know just what amplifier could have been the subject of this 
conversation [given that beginners may only run 5 watts]. 

Highlights from RW3AO’s commentary follow: 
* * o* 


But that’s not the worst. One encounters cases of Soviet amateurs pestering their 
Western colleagues for invitations abroad, for consumer goods, etc. 


The 160-meter band is "populated" mainly by beginners, and this has largely solved the 
problem of attracting young people to organized radiosport. But what sort of example 
are we setting for them? 


It was announced at the All-Union Radioamateur’s Conference [Moscow, 8-10 April 
1988] that limitations on postal exchanges of QSL cards were being removed. As a — 
result, addresses are being given out over the air. 


With this, the practice had developed of QSL managing, which experience shows can 
help in the international exchange of QSL cards. But in our country, managing has 
often taken on a distorted form. Some shortwavers in DX areas have suddenly begun 
to receive packets of QSL cards from foreign amateurs via self-appointed managers 
whom they haven’t asked for help and don’t even know. Why all this willingness to be 
‘of service? Perhaps IRC’s, perhaps dollars and marks, perhaps vanity? 


All of this has become possible in the absence in our country of regulations on this 
type of activity. . 


Everyone is tired of talk about the extremely poor technical level of our equipment. 
People talk and talk, but things remain as before. 


Yet the successes of Soviet radiosport are undeniable. In the first LARU World — 4 


Shortwave Championship held in 1986, UA1DZ took fifth place in Category A, UL7CW — : 


and UB4EL took fifth and tenth places in Category C, and RBOMF and UM8MO took 
first and fifth places in Category B. With Soviet amateurs only permitted to use up to 
200 Watts, whereas in several countries (USA, Bulgaria, etc.) powers of 1 to 1.5 kW and 
higher are permitted, one can judge the skills of our radiosportsmen. 


-Isn’t it time to take official action to allow Soviet masters of sport to compete on an 
equal basis with foreign contestants? The more so since research has repeatedly shown 
that use of a kilowatt of power poses no threat to safety. ; 


Frankly speaking, everyone has known for a long time that experienced ‘sportsme 
have been forced to exceed the permitted transmitting power in order to approach the ~ 
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international sport standard. Beginners then try to do the same, and their inexperience 
leads to mutual interference, out-of-band emissions, and signals of poor quality. In my 
view this problem can be resolved by publishing schematic diagrams of amplifiers as well 
as directions for their use. 


S.I. Pyatakin from Shevchenko suggests requiring that tape recordings accompany 
contest reports since there are now many fake masters of sport who didn’t conduct a 
single QSO during a contest. And yet the Master of Sport title isn’t awarded for 
knowing how to brew tea. 


I want to touch upon one other aspect of amateur ethics. The cooperative movement 
has spread broadly and cooperatives organized by amateurs have appeared. 
Unfortunately, some cooperatives have been guilty of using amateur radio for 
commercial purposes: In its printed advertising the "Komsomol’sk" cooperative in 
Sverdlovsk gives frequencies and times for discussing matters relating to its business 
[biznes]. 


Some of our amateurs bend the rules in qualifying for diplomas [certificates]: 

V. Okonishnikov, RASAAR, asked A. Baskakov, ex-UA4HCU, for a QSL card from 4K1C, 

offering in exchange QSL cards from socialist and capitalist countries (9M2, HS). 

A. Rekunov, UL7BY, changed the callsigns UL7BN and UL7BX to read UL7BY on cards 

Ss submitted for the R-150-S diploma, and enclosed seven QSL cards addressed to 
L7BX. 


Inspired by their seniors’ example, observers [SWL’s] and beginning radioamateurs 
get used to dishonest tricks. Sergey Savin, UA3-142-1130, changed the call-signs of 
others to his own on 28 QSL cards when applying for the "101" diploma from Argentina. 
Similar methods for diploma "hunting" are becoming more and more common. 


These violations need to be considered out in the open. Things have gotten to the 
point that a collective station commits violations during competitions, the station chief 
talks about them on the air, and later maintains with an innocent face that nothing of 
the sort transpired. Formal written statements by foreign judges list the violators, but 
they calmly deny everything; they obviously can’t understand that on account of them 
far-from-favorable opinions are formed about each one of us. 


"OBLAST" LISTING SHRINKS FROM 184 to 176 

The column "CQ-U" in the February issue of RADIO, and UW8AX’s column cited in 
Notes 2 and 7, contain information on changes in the administrative-territorial 
subdivisions of the Kazakhskaya, Kirgizskaya, Tadzhikskaya, and Turkmenskaya SSR’s. 
These changes have resulted in corresponding changes in the "oblast’" listing for the 
R-100-O diploma. A reminder that other administrative-territorial subdivisions -- krays, 
small SSR’s, ASSR’s, autonomous oblasts, and autonomous districts -- are equated to 
oblasts in the R-100-0 listing, so that (County-Hunter editors please copy!) any point in 
the USSR is situated within one "oblast”” or another. - QSO’s with the "old" oblasts are 
assumed to count toward the R-100-O diploma if made prior to, but not on, the effective 
date shown. 


Before these changes were made, there are believed to have been 184 oblast’-level 
“units in the USSR -- 001 through 191, minus seven units no longer in use -- 011, 032, 
035, 061, 116, 171, and 172. With the changes, there appear to be 176 such units -- 111 
through 193, minus the seven units just listed, minus the ten oblasts deleted or 
fapunes as described on the next page -- 043, 176, 177, 179, 180, 181, 182, 183, 184, 
and 185.

CANADIAN-SOVIET SKITREK/NORDSKI ARCTIC EXPEDITION - Conclusion 4 
The February issue of RADIO contains the conclusion of a two-part series on the 
Canadian-Soviet Skitrek/Nordski arctic expedition. The second installment begins with 
a plea for the USSR to enter the repeater age. The following are excerpts from the 
concluding article -- entitled "Over the North Pole to Canada"-- by Leonid Mikhaylovich ~ 
Labutin, UASCR. | re 


UNSUCCESSFUL REPEATER 

A year before the expedition, with the permission of the State Telecommunication 
Inspectorate, we installed a repeater [repiter] at MGU [Moskovskiy Gosudarstvennyy 
Universitet -- Moscow State University]. The results were excellent. It seemed that a — 
new era was being ushered in in our hobby [khobbi]. But suddenly a document arrived 
from the same State Communication Inspectorate shutting down the repeater. No | 
reasons, no explanations. ‘ 
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Was the repeater bothering anyone? There are two amateur stations at MGU able 
to operate in the same bands with the same modes of emission. The Moscow electric 
utility, which was housing us, operates near our frequencies. And» no mutual 
interference! Why couldn’t we sit-down together and sort things out? The amateurs 
in the expedition are professional radioengineers and can discuss these matters at any 
technical level. 


Oh no. It’s simpler to prohibit. After all, unfortunately, in our country people 
aren’t held responsible for prohibiting something but can suffer for permitting 
something. The same logic -- in my view, an antisocial logic -- prevails today. A logic 
that leads to the Soviet radio amateur movement's progressive lag behind the rest of the 
world. * 


The Minister of Communication of the USSR suggested the "Mul’titon” paging 
system as an alternative. Thanks, but we still hope that in the near future repeaters 
will take their place in Soviet amateur radio. 


A note. In Canada, Vern "Rip" Riportella, WA2LQQ, President of AMSAT-NA, on 
behalf of ICOM and his own organization, presented us with small ultrashortwave FM 
sets for receiving signals from UoSAT satellites. During visits to Canada we used these 
sets to access repeaters. If a telephone. wasn’t handy, we could access the city telephone 
network via a repeater. Even to call Moscow. In Canada there are 640 repeaters, 
including 46 in Toronto. And in all of North America over 10 thousand. 


RADIO NET OPERATORS 


The skiers’ group included Dr. Dmitriy I. Shparo - UA3AJH, VE8RW, and VESLD. 
Up to the North Pole the collective callsign EXOVE was used and after the Pole CI8UA;

START 


The expedition started om 3 March: At 1335 local time, 13 skiers: - nine Soviets: and 
four Canadians - started off on the ice. They wouldn’t feel hard earth under their feet 
for 90 days. Hardly had the helicopter that had brought the travellers to Cape Arctic 
taken off for its return trip than the air exploded with a “squall” of calls inundating the: 
base stations. The first turned out to be A. Rekach - U3DQ, the most. senior shortwaver: 
of the country and a well-known polar radioman. 


At 1630, the first communication session took place. Exactly on schedule, Tolya 
[Anatoliy] Mel’nikov reported on the 80-meter band that everything was normal. The 
ice was in good condition, they had covered 5 to-7 kilometers, and the: temperature was: 
-35° [-31° FJ. Im reply I gave them their coordinates, just received from Moscow 
through the KOSPAS-SARSAT: 81° 15.9” North latitude: 96° 04.8” East longitude. 


THE POLE 


A meeting was planned at the North Pole between all expedition members and mass» 
media representatives, scientists, polar workers, and fliers. Members: of the governments: 
of the USSR and Canada were expected. Dependable communication was needed. 
A significant part of the equipment: from Sredniy Island and SP28 was brought to the 


Pole, checked, and installed in a big black tent [? - kapshe] several hours: prior to the 


guests’ arrival. 


The first communications from the Pole were conducted with the callsign EXOVE via: 
the RS-11 satellite. The lucky ones turned out to be UAIAJA, UK3A, OK3SAU, UVIAP, 


KL7JAY, UZ3DD, G3IOR, and UZIAWT. We operated with the "Pioneer." The first 


worked on shortwave were RASAPR, UA3CT, UAIZX, G3IOR, UA4PW, UO2MU, and 
UA9OO. 


The guests started to fly in toward the evening of 26 April. Guests from the Soviet. 


Union were flown to SP28 in an AN-74 and those from Canada on an HS-748. Several 
15-minute flights of the MI-6 [helicopter] and the polar landing place filled up with the: 


—_ SSS SSS 
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most varied assortment of people imaginable. School children and old people, scientists 
and sportsmen, poor students and millionaires. But more correspondents than anyone. 
And all of them, to our horror, tried to squeeze into the radio tent to transmit some 
words from the Pole. But, of course, Moscow and Ottawa were always on frequency. 


The arrival of the ministers from both countries, the arrival of the moving group at 
the Pole, and the beginning of the ceremony were coordinated. And then figures became 
visible from behind the hummocks. It was the moving group! They approached 
quickly... 


The ceremony lasted four hours. Official and unofficial persons delivered speeches, 
pronounced many fine words, said goodbye, and began gradually to fly off to SP28. The 
radiomen were the last to leave the pole. G@/PA3BHF, who flew in from England, had 
to be dragged physically from the radiostation: The fliers were in a hurry. 


Radioamateurs don’t often have a chance to operate from the Pole and the next 
occasion probably won’t come soon. So let’s note their "home" callsigns: UA38AOC, 
RW3DR, UW3GZ, VE3CDX, PASBHF, UAGQCG, and UASCR. 


THE FINISH 


The Gateway to the Arctic -- that’s what they call the settlement of Resolute Bay. 
Actually, it’s two settlements: An airport with all the necessary services and a 
population of 170, and five kilometers away an Eskimo village, also with a population 
of 170. All expeditions to the pole from Canada go through Resolute Bay. 


After the moving group reached the North Pole, the base-station operators were 
repositioned. A. Tenyakshev and the author of these lines moved to Resolute Bay. 
G. Ivanov flew from Moscow to Sredniy Island. V. Zaushitsyn joined P. Strezev and 
B. Garret on SP28. Now SP28 and Resolute Bay maintained direct communication with 
the skiers. 


The radiostation at Resolute Bay was located on the airport grounds, in a small 
shack [shek] with two sets of HF equipment and one set of satellite equipment. 
Adjoining it a 20-meter-high mast with a three-element directional antenna and low- 
frequency wire antennas. At our disposal was a telephone on which, with some 
limitations, one could call any city in Canada. 


During the first few days, communications with the moving group were difficult on 
account of the distance - almost 1700 kilometers to the Pole. Radio traffic basically 
went from SP28. As the group got closer to the Canadian shore, the signals of the 
"Ledovaya" got louder. Canadians flew in every two weeks to relieve each other: 
VE38MFT, VE1ASJ, and VE7HQ. 


As the finish approached, we looked with alarm at weather-satellite pictures showing 
a broad unfrozen patch of water on the ice, stretching from Greenland to Alaska. We 
prepared boats to be dropped. Heavy clouds appeared a week before the finish. There 
were no more pictures. It seemed strange that the group continued to move and didn’t 
need the boats. But this was not completely open water, but rather something similar 
to frozen ice porridge. Boats would have been useless. Only thanks to the great 
experience and courage of the Soviets and Canadians, they safely reached land on Ward 
Hunt Island the morning of the first of June. A greeting from M.S. Gorbachev arrived 
via the Soviet Embassy at Ottawa. 


On that day [1 June 1988] our last radiocommunication took place.

In the last "Episode", mention was 
made of voyages to/from Okinawa and 
Subic Bay. Durimg this period of time a 


major overhaul of one of the two. 


16-cylinder 8,000HP maim propulsion 
engines was accomplished. Naturally, after 


overhaul, it was necessary to replace the 


lubricating oil. Now, that seems a minor 
item of no great note (my Plymouth 
Voyager, as an example, requires about 
1-1/4 gallons); however, the shipboard 
giants require 1,800+ gallons each ... 
And that does not include various 
"incidental" lubes, such as Upper Cylinder 
Oil, ete. 


Bye the by, whilst ashore at Camp 
Smedley Butler on Okinawa, [ had 
occasion to ask a few of the Marines what 
they could tell me about one of the most 
significant and illustrious General Officers 
in the history of the Corp... Was a bit 
surprised to learn that not one of them 
"had the foggiest” idea! Likewise, at Subic 
Bay down on the West Coast of Luzon, 
not a single man or woman, officer or 
enlisted, could provide me with significant 
background or historical data on this U.S. 
Navy Base, one of our most critical... 
Appears to me some indoctrination is in 
order! 


Now, as for Singapore and Keppel 
Shipyard. “Outstanding” fits them both! 
The yard is one of the finest (and most 
efficient) that I’ve had the pleasure of 
visiting in over 10 years of seagoing. 
Culturally, the City/State must rank in 
the top 10% worldwide. Their Science 
Center is "outta this world”. Relaxing 
with a "“sundowner” in the 72nd floor 
lounge of the Stamford Westin hotel 
overlooking Singapore Strait, the harbor, 
and outlying islands is one of the "perks" 
that makes seagoing such a pleasure. 

Out of the shipyard, newly painted 
from keel to truck and bow to stern, we 
gained nearly one knot with a clean 


. bottom. Leaving S’pore in ballast, we set 


@ “Pirate Watch" immediately, since the 
offshore waters and specifically certain 
portions of the: Strait of Malacca are 


known to be potentially dangerous waters. 
One can only ponder the outcome - armed 
and dedicated fighting men on the one 
side, "opposed" by a very short-handed 
crew who have had absolutely no drill or 
preparation in the techniques of repelling 
boarders... However, we posted a "roving 
lookout" of one or two unarmed men to 
patrol the decks, thereby complying with 
the letter of the law and providing the 
shore-side hierarchy with a certain 
amount of legal protection.... Luckily, we 
made an uneventful passage up the strait, 
between the Malay Peninsula and the 
island of Sumatra and out, into the Indian 
Ocean via Great Channel, taking up a 
track of 267 degrees True to pass just 
South of Ceylon. "Turning right" as we 
passed the southwestern promontory, we 
took up a series of courses skirting 
various island groups and reefs, bound for 
our “initial point” off Khor Fakkan, 
United Arab Emirates. 


Due to: the political situation in the 
Persian Gulf area, it became necessary to 
transmit "6-hourly position reports" once 
we reached the lLaccadive Sea, and 
continuing until our ultimate destination 
was reached. Due to the configuration of 
our vessel, it now became necessary to call 
the mate om watch and request a 
temporary course change in order to send 
our messages (our funnel being in the way 
and interrupting the transmit path, ship 
to Indian Ocean Satellite). However, for a 
number of technical reasons, our reception 
of Satellite traffic was not interrupted. 


Now came the interesting part; I had 
been of the notion that "Hurry up and 
Wait" was an experience I’d long seen the 
last of ... like World War II days! Over a 
period of days we dropped the hook, 
weighed. anchor; steamed back and forth . 
until we lost count of the "180’s", 
proceeded to alternate rendezvous points 
to repeat "all of the above"... Finally, after 
much additional "backing and filling", we 
joined a second tanker and picked up our 
escort for the (at that time) dangerous

At this time, I’m not at 
liberty to describe in detail all the 
activities, but suffice it to say we had a 
relatively uneventful transit, on a calm 
sea in the brightest full-moon conditions 
I’ve ever seen... (It is just possible the full 
moon seemed even brighter than usual, 
knowing that "over in that direction" just 
a few miles away, there was, without 
doubt, an Iranian with his itchy finger on 
the trigger of a Chinese manufactured 
Silkworm anti-ship missile).

Once thru the Hormuz bottleneck, it 
was clear sailing up the Persian Gulf 
to our destination, Bahrain. At that 
point, the convoy disbanded and we 
proceeded to: Island #6, Sitra Terminal 
making fast to an offshore man-made 
petroleum loading facility, parallel to 
and approximately 100 feet from the 
Cypriot registered M/V ATHENIAN 
CHARM/5BBT.

The following evening the captain and 
I were invited aboard for a visit. The 
vessel, a tank ship, was built in Odessa 
approximately six years ago, has a Greek 
master and Polish crew. After a delightful 
visit. aboard., including beautiful piano 


- music by the Wireless Officer - played on 


a fine full size upright piano which looked 
"at home" in the panelled and carpeted 
officers lounge,. I felt embarrassed and 
even a bit ashamed to invite them aboard 
our vessel. My feelings are reflected in a 
note from my daily log: "...ship is like a 
yacht compared to this garbage scow 
reject...", nuff sed. While Sparks on 5BBT 
makes only one thousand dollars US per 
month, his living conditions aboard are — 
light-years ahead of us. f 


So went the outward bound voyage. a 
Next month we will wend our way 
onward.
